Annual  Report  of  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  for  the  year  1971, 


To:  The  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Wortley  Rural  District  Council. 

Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the.  honour  to  submit  my  report  upon  the  Health  Services  of  the 
Wortley  Rural  District  for  the  year  ended  31st  December,  1971.  The  report 
follows  the.  usual  pattern,  giving  statistics  and  a  short  comment  where 
necessary.  Included  in  the  report  are  statistics  indicating  the  extent  to 
which  the  Part  III  Services  of  the  Local  Health  Authority  are  used  within 
the  Wortley  Rural  District. 

Yet  again  the  birth  rate  has  risen  slightly,  from  18.7  in  1970  to 
19.0  in  1971,  The  adjusted  rate  was  18.6.  For  three  years  now  our  birth 
rate  has  been  above  the  national  figure,  the  last  two  years  markedly  so. 

The  adjusted  death  rate  compares  favourably  with  the  national  figure,  at 
11.5.  I  am  pleased  to  point  out  that  the  still-birth  rate  has  fallen  from 
17.1  in  1970  to  6.4  in  1971,  representing  5  still-births,  as  compared  with 
13  in  1970.  Due  to  relatively  small  total  numbers  this  is  a  fluctuating 
figure,  however,  this  decrease  is  a  marked  one.  The  infantile  mortality 
rate  has  dropped  markedly,  too,  from  the  high  figure  of  22.8  in  1970  to 
9.0  in  1971. 

The  total  number  of  deaths  increased  in  1971  by  41,  to  553.  However, 
the  death  rate,  as  mentioned  above,  is  slightly  below  the  national  figure, 
so  that  this  increase  tends  to  give  a  misleading  picture.  As  before, 
disease  of  the  heart  and  blood  vessels,  along  with  varying  forms  of  cancer, 
accounted  for  the  vast  majority  of  the  deaths.  Prevention  of  these 
diseases,  apart  from  the  advice,  to  stop  or  restrict  smoking,  is  shrouded 
with  uncertainty.  Early  diagnosis,  particularly  of  cancer,  is  the  most 
positive  recent  advance.  Along  with  the  rest  of  the  profession  we 
contribute  to  a  degree  with  clinics  for  detecting  breast  and  cervical 
cancer  in  women. 

During  1971,  146  cases  of  infectious  disease  were  notified,  compared 
with  513  in  1970,  This  disparity  is  almost  totally  due  to  a  reduction 
in  measles  notifications,  from  424  to  38, 

At  the  time  of  writing  there  are  two  Health  Centres  functioning  in 
the  district,  at  Stannington  and  Ecclesf ield .  A  clinic  is  in  the.  course 
of  erection  at  Chapel  town,  immediately  adjacent  to  the  General 
Practitioners1  new  surgery.  This  constitutes  virtually  the  same  working 
conditions  as  a  Health  Centre.  There  are  also  about  to  be  built  two  more 
Health  Centres,  one  at  Oughtibridge  and  one  at  High  Green.  This  means 


that  the  whole  district  is  now  catered  for  by  this  modern  concept ,  Since 
Wortley  Council  provided  the  land  for  each  one.  of  these,  they  have  helped 
to  a  great  extent  in  an  area  where  land  is  at  a  premium,  I  think  this  is  a 

very  satisfactory  state  of  affairs  with  1974  looming  up. 

The  previous  paragraph  leads  me.  to  mention  the  Health  Service  changes 

due  to  take,  place,  in  April,  1974,  No  doubt  all  the  Councillors  will  already 
appreciate  that,  on  this  date,  the  vast  majority  ©f  public  health  matters 
pass  from  Local  Government  to  the  National  Health  Service,  All  that  will 
remain  in  Local  Government  is  environmental  health.  Where  medical  advice 
is  needed  in  this  connection,  it  will  be  obtained  from  a  nominated  Medical 
Officer  within  the  Health  Service,  I  could  enter  into  lengthy  debate,  here 
as  to  the  pros  and  cons  of  these  changes.  However,  to  keep  it  brief,  I, 
like  many  other  doctors,  have  believed  for  some  years  that  a  tripartite 
Health  Service  produced  more  problems  than  it  solved.  On  balance,  therefore, 
I  believe  that  the  change  should  be  of  benefit  to  the  public,  although  many 
aspects  still  have  to  be  worked  out. 


Myself  and  senior  members  of  my  staff  are  engaged  now  on  all  the 
appropriate  working  parties  to  try  to  prepare  the  ground  for  the  change-over. 
The  divisional  area  that  we  now  cover  is  split  on  a  60  !  40  basis  respectively 
to  the  Sheffield  Area  Health  Authority  and  to  the  Barnsley  Area  Health 
Authority,  This  very  division  of  an  existing  administrative  unit  needs  care 
to  avoid  confusion  in  the  early  days  of  the  new  service. 


Those  matters  dealing  with  the  sanitary  circumstances  are  dealt  with  by 
Mr.  Vickers,  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector,  These  are  discussed  at  the 
end  of  this  report. 

In  conclusion,  I  wish  to  put  on  record  my  thanks  for  the  continuing  help 
received  by  me  from  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Public  Health  Committee. 

I  also  wish  to  thank  the  Clerk  to  the  Council,  the  Chief  Public  Health 
Inspector,  and  other  Council  Officials  for  their  co-operation  in  the  work  of 
the  Health  Department  during  the  year. 

In  the  absence  of  a  deputy,  and  with  all  the  extra  work  of  both  Local 
Government  and  National  Health  Service  reorganisation,  I  am  very  grateful  to 
my  own  staff  for  their  efforts  throughout  the  year.

POPULATION . 


The  Registrar  General  has  given  his  estimation  of  the  population  as 
40,740,  This  is  an  increase  of  900  compared  with  the  1970  figure.  The 
total,  of  course,  includes  the  population  of  patients  and  staff  in  the 
Middlewood  Mental  Hospital,  and  staff  at  the  Wharncliffe  Hospital,  which  is 
estimated  at  1,559,  The  net  population  of  the  district  would  thus  be 
39,181. 

BIRTHS  0 


There  were  775  live  births  registered  in  the  district  during  1971,  Of 
these  392  were  males  and  383  females.  The  number  is  29  more  than  the  figure 
for  1970.  There  were  31  illegitimate  births,  12  males  and  19  females. 

During  the  year  there  were  5  still -births s  4  males  and  1  female.  This 
was  8  less  than  in  1970, 

DEATHS , 


During  1971,  553  deaths,  280  males  and  273  females,  were  attributed  to 
the  district,  41  more  than  for  the  year  1970,

The  cases  occurred  23  in  the  first  quarter,  8  in  the  second,  3  in  the  third 
and  11  in  the  fourth  quarter  of  the  year.  Once  again  the  majority  of  the  cases 
occurred  in  the  5  -  10  years  age  group.  This  is  a  droplet  infection,  most 
easily  spread  in  a  confined  space  and  therefore,  tends  to  occur  during  the  early 
years  in  school . 

DIPHERIAp 


No  cases  were  notified  in  1971.  The  computer  scheme  continued  in  the 
divisional  area.  The  figures  shown  below  illustrate  an  immunisation  rate  of 
approximately  907>.  Before  adopting  the  computer  system  of  recording,  the  rate 
was  approximately  70%.  This  increase  applies  also  to  Whooping  Cough  and 
Tetanus  immunisation.

WHOOPING  COUGH. 

There  were  45  cases  of  Whooping  Cough  notified  during  1971,  comparied  with 
31  for  1970,  The  majority  of  these  cases  occurred  in  the  first  and  fourth 
quarters,  when  there  were  35  notifications.  In  addition,  there  were  9  cases  in 

the  second  quarter  and  1  more  in  the  third.  Distribution  of  the  cases  was  as

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I  am  sure  that  many  children,  previously  immunised,  suffer  mild  attacks. 

This  is  not  important;  what  does  matter  is  that  we  avoid  the  severe  attacks  and 
their  complications.  In  the  Division  1,326  children  were  immunised  during  1971, 
compared  with  1,177  during  1970. 

MEASLES „ 

In  1971,  38  cases  were,  notified,  2  in  the  first  quarter,  8  in  the  second 
quarter  of  the  year,  25  in  the  third  quarter  and  3  in  the  fourth  quarter.  This 
compares  with  424  cases  recorded  in  1970.  As  I  commented  in  my  1970  report,  this 
disease  is  subject  to  Biannual  peaks  and,  therefore,  is  conforming  to  pattern. 

The  attack  rate  for  the  district  was  0.93,  which  is  almost  2  decimal  places  lower 
than  the  rates  for  England  and  Wales  and  the  West  Riding  Administrative  County. 

The  immunisation  campaign  against  Measles  continues,  and  is  well  received  by  the 
majority  of  parents.  During  1971,  taking  the  Division  as  a  whole,  1,372  children 
were  vaccinated.  As  an  increasing  percentage  of  the  child  population  are 
immunised,  so  we  will  look  for  a  reduction  in  these  numbers. 

ACUTE  MENINGITIS, 

During  the  year  2  cases  of  Memingitis  were  notified  in  the  Wortley  Rural 
District.  One  was  an  adult  in  the  25  -  35  years  age  group,  and  the  other  an 
infant,  whose  death  was  recorded  before  the  age  of  2  weeks. 

POLIOMYELITIS „ 

There  were  no  cases  of  Poliomyelitis  notified  for  your  district  during  1971, 
and  once  again  no  cases  of  this  disease  were  notified  for  England  and  Wales  or  for 
the  West  Riding  Administrative  County.  The  table  below,  showing  immunisation 
numbers  for  the  divisional  area,  is  a  satisfactory  record,  bearing  in  mind  that 
Our  total  births  per  annum  are  about  1,450.  It  is,  of  course,  vital  that  this 
immunisation  procedure  continues.

SMALLPOX  , 


There  were  no  cases  of  Smallpox  notified  in  the  area  in  1971,  It  is  now 
agreed  policy  to  stop  routine  vaccination,  due  to  an  overall  improvement  in 
world  control  of  this  disease.  Vaccination  is  still  recommended  for  travellers 
to  countries  where  the  disease  is  endemic.  It  is  also  recommended  for  all  staff 
who  would  be  required  to  deal  with  patients  during  an  outbreak  in  this  country, 

INFECTIVE  JAUNDICE, 

There  were  10  cases  notified  during  1971,  3  in  the  second  quarter,  1  in 
the  third  quarter  and  6  in  the  fourth  quarter.  Of  this  number,  6  were  male  and 
4  female,  and  this  is  an  increase  ojf  5  on  the  number  notified  in  1970, 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASE  OF  THE  ALIMENTARY  TRACT, 


There  were  6  cases  of  Food  Poisoning  notified  during  1971,  2  in  the  third 
quarter  and  4  in  the  fourth  quarter.  No  cases  of  Dysentery  were  notified. 

The  control  of  these  diseases  is  literally  in  the  hands  of  the  shopkeepers 
and  the  public.  The  spread  is  usually  by  contamination  of  hands  during  a 
visit  to  the  toilet;  this  is  then'  transferred  to  foodstuff  and  so  the  infection 
is  spread. 

Once  an  outbreak  occurs  it  can  only  be  halted  by  painstaking  contact 
tracing  and  the  taking  of  precautionary  faeces  samples.  Most  of  this  work  is 
done  by  Public  Health  Inspectors,  and  goes  on  all  the  year  round, 

TUBERCULOSIS, 

During  1971  there  were  8  cases  of  Tuberculosis  notified,  a  decrease  of  1 
compared  with  the  previous  year;  7  of  these  were  patients  with  tuberculosis 
of  the  lung  and  4- .had  the  disease  in  another  part  of  the  body.  Apart  from  those 
above,  2  more  cases  were  pi  aced  on  the  register,  having  been  transferred  from 
Sheffield  and  S tocksbridge .  During  the  same  period  59  cases  were  taken  off 
our  register,  46  of  which  were  cured,  10  died,  and  the  remaining  3  were 
transferred  to  other  areas. 
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In  the  next  few  years  visits  from  mass  radiography  mobile  units  are  to  be 
severely  curtailed.  Instead,  static  units  in  Barnsley  and  Sheffield  have  been 
made  much  more  accessible  to  the  public.  It  is  hoped  that  those  who  wish  a 
miniature  X-ray  of  the  chest  will  travel  to  these  units. 

The  Council's  main  contribution  to  the  control  of  tuberculosis  is  in  the 
field  of  housing.  This  is  accomplished  in  two  ways;  one  is  by  the 
condemnation  of  sub-standard  houses;  the  other  is  by  providing  suitable 
housing  to  families  who  have  to  cope  with  an  infectious  case  in  their  midst.

CHIROPODY  SERVICE. 

In  1971  we  employed  five  qualified  Chiropodists,  who  treated  845  patients 
in  the  Direct  Service  CliniOs;  this  involved  3,921  treatments.  Of  this  number 
835  were  pensioners,  9  were  partially  handicapped  and  1  an  expectant  mother. 
Domiciliary  visits  were  undertaken  in  respect  of  349  patients;  of  these  334 
were  pensioners  and  15  handicapped  persons.  In  all  they  received  1,246 
treatments . 

This  continues  to  be  a  very  popular  service,  still  showing  a  tendency  to 
increase.  The  service  is  provided  by  the  Local  Health  Authority  for  persons 
of  pensionable  age  (men  of  65  years  and  women  of  60  years),  the  physically 
handicapped  and  for  expectant  mothers.  The  main  uptake,  ©f  course,  is  by  the 
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elderly,  and  to  the  extent  that  professional  care  of  the  feet  makes  them  more 
mobile  and  perhaps  even  more  cheerful,  it  is  a  valuable  service 0  As  I. have 
remarked  before,  it  is  appropriate  to  consider  this  service  alongside  the 
other  services  for  the  elderly,  i„e.  home  help,  meals-on-wheels,  special 
housing,  warden  services,  along  with  voluntary  help  from  agencies,  neighbours 
and  relatives,  to  begin  to  appreciate  the  full  extent  of  the  assistance 
available .

MORTUARY  o 

The  necessary  accommodation,  with  facilities  for  post-mortem  examinations, 
is  available  at  the  very  modern  and  well  equipped  Mortuary  in  Salt  Box  Lane, 
Grenoside  0 

AMBULANCE  SERVICE „ 

Ambulance  facilities  continue  to  be  provided  by  the  West  Riding  County 
Council,  in  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  Section  27  of  the  National 
Health  Service  Act,  1946, 

No  staffing  difficulties  were  experienced  during  1971,  and  personnel  at 
the  Hoyland  Depot  number  33,  plus  2  cleaners,  while  at  the  Penis  tone.  Sub-depot 
there  are  9  staff,  with  1  cleaner,  the  entire  complement  being  under  the. 
control  of  a  Station  Officer, 

There  was  no  change  in  the  vehicle  state,  and  8  ambulances  operate  from 
the  Hoyland  Depot  and  3  from  Penis  tone. 

Demands  on  the  service  are  increasing,  and  this  is  reflected  in  the 
statistics  for  the  year  under  review.  The  number  of  patients  carried  was 
51,769,  an  increase  of  3,979  on  the  figure  for  1970,  The  number  of  miles 
travelled  went  up  by  18,039,  to  298,157,  There  were  264  calls  to  road 
accidents  during  1971,  involving  418  people,  of  which  10  were  fatalities. 
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In  such  circumstances,  that  the  majority  of  the.  personnel  are  competent  to 
render  first-aid  is  an  invaluable  asset,  and  amply  justifies  the  time,  spent  on 
training. 

There  have  been  no  reports  of  misuse  of  the  service 3  and  one  complaint  I 
was  asked  to  investigate  was  much  exaggerated.  The  slight  delay  was  caused 
by  a  breakdown  in  communications,  and  not  through  any  hold-up  to  the  vehicle 
getting  from  the  depot  to  the  caller's  home.  There  are  times  when,  of 
necessity,  a  delay  occurs  in  collecting  patients  from  hospital  for  delivery 
to  their  respective  homes,  but  considering  the  excessive  demands  on  this 
service  I  think  the  majority  of  the  general  public  are  satisfied, 

WELL-WOMAN  CLINICS. 


This  service9  designed  to  reduce  cancer  and  general  illness  among  women, 
continues  as  before.  At  the  clinic  the  following  procedures  take  place  - 
cervical  smear,  breast  examination,  pelvic  examination,  blood  pressure 
reading,  hemoglobin  estimation,  urine  testing  for  sugar  and  albumin.  To 
estimate  the  precise  value  of  these  clinics  is  difficult.  There  is  no  doubt, 
however,  that  the  ladies  are  in  favour,  since  our  waiting  lists  show  a  distinct 
tendency  to  increase  and  there  will  be  need  to  provide  extra,  regular,  clinic 
sessions.  This  is,  of  course,  an  extension  of  the  simple  Cervical  Cytology 
Clinics . 

HEALTH  EDUCATION  0 

The  subject  of  Health  Education  was  vigorously  pursued  throughout  1971, 
and  it  is  not  easy  to  persuade  members  of  the  public  to  leave  their  leisure¬ 
time  activities  to  listen  to  a  talk  on  health,  even  with  a  sound-film  thrown 
in  as  added  incentive.  Having  achieved  an  audience,  the  subject.  Ideally, 
must  be  one  in  which  people  are  interested. 

The  next  essential  is  a  lecturer  who  knows  the  subject  and  can  make  the 
talk  interesting.  Health  Visitors,  with  their  knowledge  and  training,  are 
ideal  for  this.  As  ’’captive11  audiences  are  hard  to  come  by,  we  have  to  start 
at  the  ’’grass  roots'1  and  try  to  teach  children  at  school  the  elementary 
principles  of  personal  hygiene.  They  are  taught  how  the  body  is  made  up  and 
how  it  works;  then  they  are  instructed  on  how  the  body  should  be  cared  for, 
and  the  importance  of  correct  feeding,  exercise  and  rest. 

Elsewhere,  in  Clinics  and  Health  Centres,  all  kinds  of  devices  are  used 
to  attract  the  attention  of  the  public  on  health  matters,  including  posters, 
leaflets  and  practical  demonstrations,  to  mention  a  few.  In  addition  to 
Health  Visitors,  the  fieidworkers  in  the  Health  Services  -  Medical  Officers, 
Nurses  and  Public  Health  Inspectors,  play  their  part  by  encouraging  the 
public  to  take  an  interest  in  health  matters  generally. 
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FAMILY  PLANNING, 


In  July,  1968  the  West  Riding  County  Council  Health  Committee  approved 
certain  arrangements  with  the  Family  Planning  Association,  and  for  the  County 
Council  to  provide  its  own  service  in  those  areas  where  the  Family  Planning 
Association  were  not  abfce  to  offer  facilities.  However,  because  of  the 
economic  situation  existing  at  the  time,  the  recommendation  could  not  be 
implemented  during  1968/69,  During  this  period  it  was  possible  to  arrange 
for  the  training  of  Medical  Officers  and  Nursing  Staff  in  Family  Planning  work. 
The  County  Council  agreed  to  any  necessary  leave  of  absence  in  respect  of 
attendance  at  practical  training  sessions  following  the  course  of  lectures, 

A  Departmental  Medical  Officer  and  two  Nurses  from  the  Division  completed 
their  practical  training  in  Family  Planning  technique  in  May  and  June,  1970, 

Two  Health  Visitors  attended  for  training  in  the  summer  of  1971,  First 
sessions  commenced  toward  the  end  of  1970, 

The  clinic  is  staffed  by  a  Doctor,  a  Health  Visitor,  a  Nursing  Assistant, 
a  Clerk  and  a  voluntary  helper,  A  person  having  first  asked  for  an 
appointment  is  invited  to  the  next  convenient  session  where,  on  arrival,  she 
registers  with  the  Clerk,  The  patient "s  history  is  taken  by  a  trained  member 
of  staff,  after  which  she  is  seen  by  the  Doctor,  After  consultation  and 
examination  the  appropriate  contraceptive  aids  are  prescribed,  and  a  further 
appointment  made  for  the  patient  to  be  seen  again.  The  Doctor  then  sends  a 
letter  to  the  patient’s  own  General  Practitioner,  giving  details  of  the 
interview  and  inviting  comment.  Direct  Service  Clinic  sessions  are  now  held 
regularly  on  alternate  Wednesday  afternoons  at  the  Health  Centre,  Mill  Road, 
Ecclesfield,  and  the  Health  Centre,  Johnson  Street,  S tocksbridge .  During 
1971,  49  sessions  were  held  at  these  two  clinics  and  222  new  patients  were 
seen.  The  total  number  of  attendances  was  569.  For  those  who  live  in 
Hoyland  and  Penistone,  the  Stocksbridge  and  Ecclesfield  clinics  can  be  used, 
or  the  patients  can  attend  the  Family  Planning  Association  Clinic  in  Barnsley, 
As  soon  as  the  medical  staffing  situation  permits,  it  is  my  intention  to  set 
up  separate  clinics  in  Penistone  and  Hoyland,  If  all  goes  well,  that  will  be 
quite  soon  now.

Sessions  for  patients  residing  in  the  Wortley  Rural  District  are  held  in 
the  Ecclesfield  Health  Centre  one  half-day  or  a  full  day3  on  Tuesday,  as  the 
need  arises,  A  list  of  children  requiring  examination  is  supplied  to  the 
Consultant  Ophthalmologist,  who  attends  personally  to  see  those  children  and 
is  assisted  by  an  Assistant  Health  Visitor,  The  majority  of  cases  are 
referred  to  him  by  School  Medical  Officers,  During  1971  there  were  550 

attendances,  of  which  196  were  new  cases.  Spectacles  were  provided  in  237 

instances  , 

HEALTH  VISITING  SERVICE „ 

The  most  significant  change  in  health  visiting  this  year  has  been  the 
introduction  of  developmental  assessment  of  young  children  up  to  the  age  of 

four  years.  Though  this  has  been  carried  out  to  some  extent  in  the  past, 

a  standardised  method  of  doing  these  tests  has  been  implemented,  with  the 
purpose  of  earlier  detection  of  any  deviation  from  normal  development. 

The  Health  Visitor  continues  to  be  engaged  in  the  preventive  aspects  of 
health  and  disease,  including  general  care  of  the  family,  control  of 
infectious  diseases  and  health  education. 

During  the  year  the  Health  Visitors  made  4,041  first  visits  to  new 
cases  in  the  Wortley  Rural  District,

HOME  NURSING  SERVICE. 

Mrs.  F.  Needham  retired  as  Home  Nursing  Sister,  after  working  for  the 
West  Riding  County  Council  for  19  years.  Mrs.  J,  Smith  was  transferred  from 
another  area  to  fill  this  vacancy. 

The  work  carried  out  by  the  Home  Nurses  is  undergoing  a  change;  the 
nursing  of  the  chronic  sick  and  the  elderly  within  their  own  homes  remains, 
but  added  to  this  the  number  of  patients  discharged  early  from  hospital, 
following  an  acute  illness  or  surgery,  is  increasing.  More  work  is  being 
carried  out  by  the  Home  Nurses  within  the  general  practitioners 9  surgeries. 
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This  changing  pattern  of  work  has  created  added  interest,  and  the  need  to 
utilise  their  skills  and  resources  to  the  full. 

During  the  year  the  number  of  visits  made  by  the  Home  Nurses  was  13,773.

MIDWIFERY  SERVICE. 

Mrs.  L.  M.  Needham  retired  at  the  end  of  January,  1971,  to  take  an 
appointment  in  hospital,  and  was  replaced  by  Mrs.  B.  Ellis. 

The  close  working  relationship  between  the  Midwives  and  General 
Practitioners  has  been  maintained.  The  trend  towards  more  hospital 
confinements  continues,  with  a  corresponding  increase  in  the  number  of 
mothers  requesting  48-hour  discharge  from  hospital.  Ante-natal  care  is 
being  carried  out  by  the  Midwives  within  Local  Authority  Clinics  and 
general  practitioners*  surgeries.  Relaxation  and  Mothercraft  Classes  are 
held  regularly,  to  prepare  the  expectant  mother  for  her  confinement  and  the 
care  of  her  young  child. 

During  the  year  the  number  of  cases  attended  by  the  Midwives  was  46. 

Of  these,  5  patients  received  Trilene  Analgesia  and  18  patients  received 
Pe thidene .

NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACT,  1948. 

There  was  no  occasion  on  which  my  emergency  powers,  granted  by  the  Council, 
were  required  to  be  used.  The  decreasing  need  for  old  people  to  even  be  seen 
in  connection  with  the  use  of  these  powers  is  an  indication  of  the  previously 
mentioned  increasing  standards  for  the  elderly,  viz:  better  housing,  home  help 
service,  meals-on-wheels.  I  should  mention  here  that  the  understanding  and 
good  sense  of  the  Social  Services  Department,  particularly  via  the  person  of 
Mr.  Walsh,  has  done  a  great  deal  to  solve  these  problems. 


MENTAL  HEALTH  SERVICE. 

Early  in  the  year  the  administrative  responsibility  for  the  Training 
Centre  and  for  the  Mental  Welfare  Service  was  transferred  to  the  Social 
Services  Department,  with  the  exception  that  the  Junior  Training  Centre  and 
the  Care  Unit  come  under  the  auspices  of  the  Education  Department. 

Fortunately  for  the  district,  the  Divisional  Director  of  Social  Services 
did  not  make  any  sudden  change  from  specialised  Mental  Welfare  Officers  to  the 
general  Social  Worker.  Perhaps  such  a  change  will  have  to  come,  but  if  so, 
it  will,  in  my  view,  be  unsatisfactory.  I  can  see  a  distinct  need  for  the 
highly  specialised  worker  in  this  field. 

The  Psychiatric  Clinic  held  in  Ecclesfield  Health  Centre,  as  being 
suitably  central  for  the  whole  Division,  continues  to  flourish*  All  who 
attend,  particularly  the  patients,  appreciate  its  convenience  and  informail ity . 


DISTRIBUTION  OF  WELFARE  FOODS. 


The  Welfare  Food  Order,  1971,  came  into  operation  on  4th  April,  1971, 
when  Welfare  Milk  at  reduced  prices  ceased  to  be  available.  However,  a  free 
issue  of  7  pints  of  liquid  milk,  or  one  packet  of  National  Dried  Milk  a  week 
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was  available  to  certain  families.  These  are  families  having  two  children 
under  school  age,  expectant  and  nursing  mothers,  and  all  children  under 
school  age  in  families  showing  a  special  need  because  of  low  income,  or  who 
are  in  receipt  of  Supplementary  Benefit  or  Family  Income  Supplement. 
Handicapped  children  under  16  years  of  age,  not  attending  school,  are  also 
eligible  for  a  similar  entitlement.  Vitamins  A,  D  and  C,  in  liquid  form, 
for  children,  and  as  tablets  for  expectant  and  nursing  mothers,  are  available, 
if  their  financial  circumstances  are  the  same  as  previously  mentioned.  Cod 
Liver  Oil  and  Concentrated  Orange  Juice  are  no  longer  available  under  the 
Welfare  Scheme.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES 


This  part  of  the  Report  prepared  by  the 
_ Chief  Public  Health  Inspector 


RAINFALL 


The  total  rainfall  measured  by  the  gauge  sited  at  the  rear  of  the  Council 
Offices  during  1971  was  26*71  inches*  The  figure  for  1970  was  27.70  inches. 

Recordings  have  been  made  on  the  present  site  since  1953  and  the  average 
over  the  19  year  period  to  the  end  of  1971  is  29.61  inches. 

Earlier  recordings  were  made  at  the  old  Sewage  Disposal  Works  at  Ecclesfield 
and  the  average  rainfall  on  that  site  for  the  25  year  period  ending  in  1952  was 
28.47  inches. 

The  lowest  monthly  rainfall  recorded  in  1971  was  0.54  inches  in  February. 

The  lowest  during  the  previous  year  was  0.40  inches  in  May. 

The  highest  monthly  figure  in  1971  was  4.43  inches  in  August  compared  with 
4.42  inches  in  November 9  1970. 

WATER  SUPPLY 

The  number  of  houses  in  the  District  at  the  end  of  1971  was  14^537  and  of  this 
total  14 j 249  were  connected  to  one  or  other  of  the  following  mains  supplies s- 

1.  Sheffield  Corporation  Waterworks. 

2.  Wortley  Rural  District  Council fs  Bradfield  Waterworks. 

3.  Barnsley  Corporation  Waterworks. 

4.  Rotherham  Corporation  Waterworks. 

The  Whitley  private  supply  has  previously  been  included  in  this  list  but 
an  extension  from  the  Sheffield  Corporation  supply  is  now  available  to  serve  the 
properties j  and  it  is  therefore  excluded  this  year.  Nine  of  the  houses  remain 
to  be  connected.

The  characteristics  of  the  water  supplied  fluctuate  according  to  the  relative

The  water  is  chlorinated  before  discharge  into  the  distribution  system L  Apart 
from  the  headworks9  there  are  storage  tanks  at  Stanningtons  Holdworth  and  Worrall .

SEWERAGE  AND  »  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 

Of  the  total  number  of  14s537  houses  in  the  District  at  the  year  end,  13,489 
representing  a  percentage  of  92,8%  of  all  houses s  were  connected  to  public  sewers. 

Tabulated  details  are  as  follows s- 
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Of  the  13,489  houses  connected  to  public  sewers ,  12 , 297  or  91*1%  discharge 
into  the  Sheffield  Sewerage  System, 

Of  the  remaining  1,192  dwellings,  862  discharge  into  the  Council  s  works  at 
Wharncliffe  Side  and  Pilley, 

The  remaining  330  houses  discharge  either  into  Rotherham  County  Borough 
works  at  Thorpe  Hesley  or  the  Hoy land  Nether  U,D,G,  works  at  Hoyland  Common  or  two 
disposal  points  at  Wortley  or  the  small  Council  plant  at  Dungwortho 

The  1,048  houses  not  connected  to  public  sewers  discharge  into  septic  tanks, 
cesspools  and  soakway s. 

Consideration  has  been  given  to  introducing  a  cesspool  emptying  service  as  a 
rate-borne  charge  but  this  was  not  in  operation  at  the  year  end. 

The  principal  unsewered  areas  are  at  High  and  Low  Bradfield,  part  of  Dungworth, 
St  or r s ,  Hollow  Meadows  and  Midhope  in  the  Bradfield  Parish  and  Howbrook  in  the 
Wortley  Parish, 

The  High  and  Low  Bradfield  Sewerage  Scheme  has  not  made  much  progress  because 
of  difficulties  involved  in  acquiring  land  for  the  disposal  works.  As  reported 
in  the  Water  Supply  section  of  this  Report ,  the  extension  of  the  water  supply  along 
New  Road  which  was  to  have  progressed  concurrently  with  the  disposal  works  has 
now  been  completed. 

So  far  as  existing  sewerage  systems  are  concerned,  the  pipeline  along  the 
course  of  the  Blackburn  Brook  requires  early  attention. 


REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL 


General , 


During  the  year,  the  Council  provided  a  collection  service  for  all  houses, 
moveable  dwellings,  schools,  hospitals,  institutions,  shops,  offices,  public  houses 
and  other  places  of  refreshment  and  entertainment,  places  of  worship  and 
recreational  establishments  a  total  of  14,537  dwellings  and  497  other  premises. 

As  and  from  13th  September,  1971  the  Council  introduced  bonus  incentive  working 
and  at  the  same  time  extended  the  weekly  service  to  cover  all  premises  in  the 
District , 

The  paper  sack  system  of  refuse  storage  was  extended  to  all  appropriate 
existing  properties  during  the  year  and  at  the  year  end,  13,750  dwellings  were 
on  the  system.  The  number  of  sacks  issued  during  the  year  was  approximately 
750,000,  The  Wharncliffe  and  Middlewood  Hospitals  with  a  resident  population 
of  1,599  receive  a  twice  weekly  collection  and  use  containers  which  can  be 
emptied  mechanically. 
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Trade  refuse  removal  charges  operated  in  respect  of  60  premises  and  the 
income  for  the  year  from  this  source  was  £353* 

The  vehicle  fleet  comprised  large  modern  compression  type  vehicles  for  the 
built-up  areas  and  side  loaders  for  the  country  areas *  Two  of  the  large  vehicles 
are  equipped  with  container  lifting  hydraulics  to  deal  with  the  containers  in  use 
at  the  multi-storey  flats  and  maisonettes  at  Greenhead  Gardens ,  The  Fosters  and 
other  properties  in  the  District* 

All  vehicles  and  plant  are  maintained  in  our  own  Depot  at  Grenoside* 

All  refuse  other  than  that  disposed  of  as  salvage  is  dealt  with  on  three  sites 
in  the  High  Green,  Ecclesfield  and  Loxley  parts'  of  the  District,  a  mechanical  shovel 
being  used  to  exercise  control* 

The  nett  cost  of  collection  and  disposal  to  the  31st  March,  1971  was  £69,872*

in  the  various  parts  of  the  District s-

The  number  of  operatives  employed  on  refuse  collection  before  the  bonus 
Scheme  was  introduced  was  31  and  the  number  required  to  operate  the  bonus  Scheme 
was  23 o  Both  these  figures  include  the  reserve  operatives  necessary  to  maintain 
the  continuity  of  the  service 0  The  surplus  employees  were  transferred  to  or 
earmarked  for  other  services 0  One  additional  service  was  a  regular  collection  of 
abandoned  litter  which  was  operated  as  soon  as  the  bonus  Scheme  started.  The 
other  service  was  for  cesspool  emptying  but  it  was  not  possible  to  introduce  this 
until  1972  because  of  delay  in  delivery  of  a  suitable  vehicle 0 

The  paper  sack  system  was  extended  to  cover  Tankersley9  Wortley,  Bradfield 
and  outlying  properties  during  the  year  and  this  completed  the  coverage  of  all 
existing  dwelling  in  the  District, 


Two  new  refuse  collection  vehicles  were  purchased  during  the  year,  Both 
vehicles  were  side  loaders  for  use  on  the  country  rounds  and  replaced  2  old 
Dennis  side~loaders  purchased  in  1958  and  1959  respectively 0

Waste  paper  and  textiles  are  baled  before  sale,  the  work  being  carried  out  in 
overtime.  The  labour  and  material  costs  for  baling  the  73  tons  of  paper  and 
textiles  were  £260  equivalent  to  approximately  £3.57  per  ton.  A  production  cost  of 
£3  per  ton  is  deducted  before  division  of  the  income  50/50  between  the  Council  and 
operatives . 


The  total  amount  paid  in  bonus  was  £430.6  equivalent  to  a  weekly  payment  of 
25p  per  man.  Each  employee  with  a  full  period  of  qualifying  service  received 
£13  paid  in  two  instalments  at  Whitsuntide  and  Xmas. 


After  deduction  of  production  costs  and  bonus  payments,  the  nett  surplus  was 
£346.52.  After  further  deductions  to  cover  administration  and  other  oncosts  there 
was  very  little  remaining.

An  additional  fillip  was  given  to  house  improvement  work  by  the  passing  of  the 
Housing  Act ,  1971  which  provided  among  other  things  for  757o  grants  in  certain  local 
authority  areas  for  works  commenced  after  23rd  June,  1971  and  completed  before 
23rd  June 3  1973,  This  date  was  later  amended  to  23rd  June,  1974, 

The  Wortley  Rural  District  is  one  of  the  areas  to  which  higher  percentage 

grants  apply  and  although  the  number  of  applications  increased  substantially 

following  the  introduction  of  the  1969  Act  it  is  likely  that  a  further  increase 
will  now  follow o 

During  the  'full  year  73  applications  in  respect  of  80  houses  were  received 
under  the  1969  legislation.  In  22  of  these  cases  involving  26  houses  where  works 
had  not.  commenced,  the  applications  were  withdrawn  and  applications  under  the 
1971  Act  were  substituted.  Exclusive  of  the  re-applications ,  a  total  of  108 
applications  were  approved  under  the  new  Act  involving  133  houses.

The  stations  at  the  Council  Offices 9  Grenoside  and  at  Oughtibridge  Junior  School 
measure  smoke  and  sulphur-di-oxide  by  the  volumetric  method.  The  third  station , 
at  Hailwood  Hospital  is  used  to  measure  grit  deposits  by  means  of  a  simple  bowl 
arrangement:  and  sulphur-di-oxide  by  the  use  of  lead-per-oxide  coated  ceramic  "'candles"

Industrial : 


During  the  year  three  applications  were  received  for  approval  of  chimney  .heights 
under  the  provisions  of  Section  6  Clean  Air  Act,  1968.  In  each  case 
the  proposals  were  satisfactory  and  were  approved. 

Observations  were  carried  out  on  6  chimneys  during  the  year.  In  one  case 
it  was  found  necessary  to  interview  the  management  and  satisfactory  improvement 
was  obtained. 

The  most  intractable  air  pollution  problems  are  associated  with  Smithy  Wood 
Coking  Plant  at  Chapeltown  and  the  brickworks  in  the  Loxley  Valley,  These 
works  come  within  the  administrative  control  of  H,  M,  Alkali  Inspectorate, 

Complaints  have  also  been  received  in  respect  of  cupola  effluent  from  foundries 
in  the  Chapeltown  area.  The  factories  in  question  are  now  almost  surrounded 
by  housing  development  and  avoidance  of  some  intermittent  nuisance  is  virtually 
impossible  at  reasonable  expense.
